1. SECRETARY GENERAL WALDHEIM STRESSED TO AMBASSADOR BENNETT 
NOVEMBER 13 PRESSURES HE IS UNDER FROM ALGERIANS FOR 

POST OF EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR OF UNIDO. ALGERIANS HAVE A 
CANDIDATE, A. R. LAMINE KHENE, AND HAVE BEEN PERSISTENTLY 
PRESSING HIS VIRTURES ON WALDHEIM. WALDHEIM SAID PERUVIANS 
WERE MAINTAINING CANDIDACY OF FERNANDINI, AND THIS HAS 
LATIN AMERICAN SUPPORT, ALTHOUGH EVERYONE AGREES FERRN ANDINI 
HAS VERY LITTLE TO OFFER AND WOULD PREDICTABLY BE A WEAK
